Fu tu re NASA Programs 
Will Be Hard to Sell 


SPACE C EN TER. Houston 
(AP) 
— 
The fascination of 
flying to the moon may cause 
problems for the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion when it tries to get money 
for less glamourous flights. 
NASA has plans on the draw­ 
ing board for extensive earth or­ 
bit flights, including laborator­ 
ies with up to 100 men spending 
months in space. 
But projects of this type will 
cost billions, and some NASA of­ 
ficials worry that after a moon 
landing, an earth orbit flight 
will be anticlimactic and hard 
to .sell to Congress and the ta.x- 
payers. 
"It d(X"sn t come across as a 
television spectacular as well as 
flying to the moon, ” said one 
space official. "It doesn’t have 
the same definition of a fixed 
goal." 
When .Americans first started 
flying in space eight years ago 
any manned flight sparked a 
great public interest. 
But as NASA piled one spec­ 
tacular on top of another, inter­ 
est tailed off, officials say. 
Apollo 8’s loop-the-loop of the 
moon last Decembt'r as a high 
point, they say. and .Apollo 9. an 
earth orbit flight testing the hi 
nar module, has been a letdow n 


Even people in the program 
feel this. One flight controller 
called Apollo 9’s Bight a ‘lame 
duck mi.ssion” 


But space officials believe 
that the real payoff of space 
flight will come first from earth 
orbit flights. Scientists in orbit­ 
ing space statioas will be able to 
predict weather accurately, as­ 
sess crop growth, find minerals 
hidden to men .searching on the 
earth’s surface and even IcK-ate

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Nixon Goes into High Gear 


On Strengthening the GO P

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It is suddenly apparent that there may be something 
called .Nixon luck in the political arena. 
Despite a series of errors that mostly reflect his intent to 
focus heavily on his nonpolitical responsibilities, the Presi­ 
dent at this moment is really farther along than he expect­ 
ed to be by March in hi.s plans to strengthen the Republican 
party. 
In Rep. Rogers Morton of Maryland he has exactly the 
kind of national chairman he was seeking when it first 
becam e evident last October that he wished to replace the 
outgoing Ray Bliss. 
Even before he is formally installed, Morton will begin 
doing the "front-man” jobs .Nixon wants done—making 
speeches and other public appearances, explaining admin­ 
istration policy to party people and others, helping to co­ 
ordinate party-building efforts, providing the President 
with his own spokesman who is at once part of the congres­ 
sional setting and yet separate from it. 
Within days, Morton will have a No. 2 man whose func­ 
tions will be chiefly organizational, and shortly after that 
a new finance chairman will be named to begin getting up 
the money for expanded basic operations and the big 19 7 0 
assault on still-entrenched Democrats. 
These new additions will, of course, have to be congenial 
with Morton, just as Morton him self is highly congenial 
with White House political cadres and with the President. 
Key nam es already are in the works. 
Even earlier, the Nixon administration had taken steps 
to draw together the campaign-managing and fun-raising 
activities of the national com m ittee and the two Capitol 
Hill com m ittees devoted to helping elect more senators and 
cong ressm en. Morton is expected, as a well-liked cong ress­ 
man and a sure-footed performer, to be of im m ense aid in 
further unifying the functions of the three groups. 
Once the organizational second man is installed, there 
will be a heavy flurry of new activity within the national 
com m ittee—with the idea of making it a superior driving 
force in Nixon’s attempt to restore the Republican party to 
majority status in the United States. 
Men and staffs will be chosen to concentrate on new- 
building efforts in the suburbs, in the inner cities, among 
the nation’s youth that so far have sturdily resisted Repub­ 
lican appeals, among people in the arts, the theater and 
other intellectual pursuits where identification with the 
Democratic party has been nearly automatic. 
Campaign management operations will be major. And. 
as this reporter has indicated several times, they will be 
closely linked to the President’s purpose (already at work 
in some instances) to have a large hand in the choice of 
suitable candidates for principal offices at stake in 19 7 0 
and thereafter. 
The more m u n d a n e but often neglected aspects of 
national com m ittee activity—promoting registration and 
making the agency serve as a clearing house for informa­ 
tion to state party people about what is going on in Wash­ 
ington (including the records of Democratic incumbents) 
—will begin getting full attention. 
None of this prospect means that Nixon’s political seas 
hereafter are going to be delightfully calm. As reported 
w’idely, southerners are indeed irritated at the evident 
liberal tone of his policies. 
There are sure to be more 
personality struggles, though perhaps none as confused as 
the one involved in trying to introduce old Nixon friend 
Murray Chotiner into the national com m ittee setup at 
high level. 
Chotiner’s bow-out as a prelude to Morton’s appointment 
was settled, incidentally, right here in the capital—what­ 
ever other reports may say about trans-.Atlantic calls to 
.Nixon. .And the issue was rnagnified g reatly by an internal 
administration snafu compounded by lack of com m unica­ 
tion. A'et. curiously, the net of it may be to speed .Nixon’s 
political plans at faster pace than hoped for.

W ASH IN (,TO N (AP) - He is 
called the Judge" and the title 
says a lot about the style of 
Hamer H Budge, new boss of 
the Seiurities and Exchange

The quiet, closed-mouth. judi­ 
cial way of doing business used 
by the 58-year-old former Idaho 
congressman puts him m sharp 
contrast to his old friend and 
predecessor, .Manuel ET Cohen, 
who resigned last month under 
pressure from President .NTxon 
But the new chairman, who 
was elevated to the job after 
serving as an SEX' member 
since 1964, says there won t be 
major changes in the policy of 
the commission, wlin h was crit­ 
icized by .Nixon during the pres­ 
idential campaign as "heavy 
handed ■ 
While refusing lo comment on 
the Nixoii charges. Budge said 
I tfunk the SE](’ will continue 
to do Its job just as il has in the 
past," he said in an interview 
•And so do his subordinates,

Nixon ha> picked a man 
who's 110 per cent behind our

or go light on the indusliy 
■At the same time, observers 
figure Budge to be less an inno- 
valer than Cohen, who kept 
Wall Street constantly on edge 
Ahile Budge spent only three 
years in his pre-SEX’ days as a 
ftHleral judge, compared with a 
full decade as R epublican con­ 
gressman from Idaho, the time 
on the bench seems to have left
